IN A QUANDRY. 


The 
news from Los Angeles in 
reference to the health of Lieutenant 
Governor Millard is very contradic 
tory. The press dispatches announce 
that he is improving, while the pri 
vate dispatches 
received from Los 
Angeles state that he is a very sick 
man, and that there are grave doubts 
as to his recovery. 
This has caused 
a great deal of controversy as to who 
will succeed to his place in case he 
should 
die. 
Lieutenant-Governor 
Reddick holds that unless Mr. Mil­ 
lard takes the oath of office in the 
presence of both houses that he will 
hold the office 
for 
the next four 
years. 
Attorneys on the other hand 
claim that as Mr. Millard has taken 
the oath of office before a Superior 
Judge, he is now the 
Lieutenant 
Governor and that in case of h|s 
death, Senator Flint, the 
President, 
pro tern, would be the 
Lieutenant- 
Governor for the next four year.s. 
This then brings 
up another 
fine 
point. 
As Senator Flint is a Senator 
with two years to run it is claimed 
that he would be entitled to two 
votes. 
As a Senator 
he 
could 
not be deprived of his vote in that 
capacity and as Lieutenant-Governor 
he would have the deciding vote in 
case of a tie. A great many of the 
leading legal lights of the State have 
given this matter much thought but 
they all seem to be at sea in regard 
to the matter. 
Attorney General 
Fitzgerald has been called upon for 


an opinion in the matter and it will 
be given tomorrow. 


T H E 
MTSSAGE~ 


Governor Markham yesterday sent 


his last message to the Legislature, 


and asked that it be segregated and 


given to different committies, 
in or­ 


der that it might be acted 
upon in­ 


stead of being jammed into the waste 


basket. T h e document is well written 


and deals with all the different affairs 


of State. 
H e is of the same opinion 


as Governor 
Budd 
in reference to 


the consolidation 
of the two State 


Prisons. 
H e thinks that the San 


Quentine prison should be 
removed 


to Folsom, where under one set of 


officers and the saving in 
electric 


lights and in steafn power would be 


a great saving to the State. H e 


says that the cost of removing the 


prison 
would 
be 
about 
$150,000, 


and 
that the property would easily 


sell for that amount, 
thereby 
taking 


nothing from 
the 
State 
Treasury. 


He favors a large appropriation for 


the State University, asking for $500,- 


000 for buildings in Berkeley, $250,- 


000 for buildings in San Francisco, 


and $10,000 for the Forrestry 
Coni- 


mi sion in Berkeley. ' H e 
thinks 


that a law should be passed 
whereby 


the University lands should be taxed, 


that is the unimproved lands, which 


consist of large blocks. 
H e would 


like to have the mortgage tax bill 


amended, also the coyote bounty act 


repealed. 
T h e entire message is 


full of good suggestions, and it will 


undoubtedly be heeded by the mem­ 


bers of the Legislature.

Equal Rights- 


The 
following 
bills 
with

proper headings will be introduced 
into the Legislature by Frank Mc-

Section 53.—Women of this State 


who have complied with the election

21 years and upwards, shall be en­ 
titled to vote at all elections and 
shall have the same rights and duties 
as male citizens.
